The only response 
I have is that presently, time is 
available for supplementary 
questions; but people don't 
always use it well. The MTS 
however, is geared specifically 
to complement the lectures 
It is not meant to be a 
replacement for good teaching. 
Rather it is meant to help 
students with very basic 
difficulties in understanding 
course content. 

To make the Macdonald Tutorial 
Service a realty and not just 
another ill faked attempt, we 
need two things. First we need 
tutors and then we need 
students willing to use the 
service. 

In the past the call for tutors 
has fallen on deaf ears, and the 
entire service has failed 
because of this. I trust this 
time eligible tutors will not 
overlook this chance to apply 
for a positions however... As a 
tutor, the pay is excellent, 
$&.50/hr. Group sizes never

comment that 'we don't really 



hours were arranged freely with 
the students being tutored. We 
as students all complain daily 
as we buy our $40.00 texbooks, 
and $3.19 lunch specials how 
expensive life is. Well now's 
your chance to beat that high 
cost system. 

The Macdonald Tutorial Service 
is presently open to applications 



from students wanting to be 
tutors. If you are graduate or 
even undergraduate student who 
has expertise in a particular 
course, then come and apply. 
The work is satisfying and 
challenging, and the pay 
cheques will help to pay the 
bills. 

In a recent survey the follwing 
question was asked: "Of all the 
courses you have taken at 
Macdonald, which have been the 
most difficult for you?" . Over 
80 people responded and only 
three dared to say that they 
had found a difficult course. In 
the responses of the other 
people however, about forty 
"difficult" courses were 
reported. It seems then that 
there is no shortage of people 
who find courses here difficult 
enough. In other words there is 
probably room on this Campus 
and the time is right, for the 
birth of a tutorials system. 
If you, like many of us, find 
yourself swamped in material 
that you just can't digest, then 
you can only benefit by hiring a 
tutor through the Tutorial 
Service. The Student's Services 



fees we pay help to subsidise 
the program so that while the 
tutors are paid $8.50/hr, the 
user pay only a fraction of this 
cost. The rates are as follow: 
Private seession- $5.00/hr, 
Session for 2 student at once - 
£3.00/hr Session for 3 students 
at once- $2.00/hr. In 



comparason it should be noted 
that to hire a private tutor 
outside of the McGill or Mac 
Service would cost between 
$9.00 and $13.00/hr. 
The Service is truly geared and 
designed to help out the student 
in every possible way. All 
arrangements are stricly 
confidential, and every effort 
will be made to match each 
student with the most qualified 
tutor available. The tutor 
obviously can't guarantee a GPA 
of 4.0 within two days, but 
he/she is nonetheless available 
to help the student with 
problems, to make course 
material clearer and to 
reinforce or restate important 
points. With that kind of 
personal service as an offer, 
and for that low price, why 
settle for struggling 
academically anyone? 
So if ist biochemistry, 
statistics, genetics, plant 
physiology or animal nutrition, 
or even coping with english 
that's got you down let the 
Macdonald Tutorial Service help 
brush off your worries. If you 
are a student wanting to be a 
tutor in any course, or a 
student wanting some quick 
academic pain relief, give us a 
call. The Macdonald Tutorial 
Service has an office, room 
106, in the C.C..

The Regroup ement des 
Associations Etudiantes 
Univer sitaires du Quebec 
(RAEU) and the Federation des 
Associations Etudiantes 
Collegiales du Quebec (FAECQ) 
unite their voices to condemn 
the procedure of negotiation in 
the public and para-public 
sectors, which has become a 
kind of tool of institutionalism 
of the sterile confrontation 
which is more harmful to the 
public interest than real 
negotiation. 

On the other hand, we 
believe that the government and 
the unions share responsibility 
for the deterioration of the 
social climate caused by the 
present confrontation. 

DISTORDED FROM THE START 
The adoption of Bill 70 and 
Bill 105 has seriously 
jeopardized the credibility of 
the government which is both 
judge (legislator) and party 
(negotiator). 

By its arrogant and 
all-knowing attitude the 
government appears never to 
want to negotiate what was at 
hand, which could be 
interpreted with reason by the

their backs to the wall the 
unipn members ask for justice 
and prepare to go out on an 
illegal strike. 



whatS AT STAKE 

In the present economic 
circumstances, the public and 
para- public sectors unions are 
privileged in comparison with 
the other levels of population 
(eg: , unemployed, welfare 
recipients). 

The union members' 
attitude appears to us (allowing 
for exceptions) as too 
corporatist (every man for 
himself) and does not gain them 
the sympathy of this 
"sacrificed" generation we all 
belong to. 

In these negotiations, the 
government and the unions have 
adopted an attitude more as 
parvenus of the Quiet 
Revolution than they have 
shown a concern for the well 
being of the most deprived 
people. In this context, we 
believe that the acquired rights 
of a group should not infringe 
on the recognized rights of 
others (users of public services, 
youth, etc.). 

Up to now, the two parties 
have not shown much 
imagination to resolve the 

deadlock. Because of the 
economic crisis, we have to put 
our energies and resources 

together, and this m< 

we have to demonstra 

greater solidarity instead of 
having a corporatist attitude of 
every one for himself. 



ALTERNATIVES 

To resolve the present 
deadlock, we propose to set up 
a development and community 
solidarity emergency fund based 
on a contribution taken from 
the salaries of the private, 
public and para-public sectors 
workers. This contribution 
would account for an hour of 
work per week. Private firms 
could also contribute. This 
fund would help to create new 
jobs, particularly for the youth. 

To resolve the deadlock the 
negociations have reached, we 
propose to create a mediation 
commitee formed of 
representatives of exterior 
groups, particularly of service 
users. As such, we are ready 
to participate in the committee. 

On a longer term, we 
propose to establish an 
independant study committee 
which would evaluate the 
governmental services of the 
public and para-public sectors 
and would think of a new way 
to organize them. We believe 
that the users of the services 
have a role to play in defining 
and determining the quality and 
the quantity of the services, 
and in the negociation process. 

er arbitrary, 
inhuman and irresponsible for 
hospital and communal transport 
employees to go on strike. We 



have to rethink the use of the 
strike at the same time as all 
the negociation processes; they 
are inseparable. 

In the present conflict, we 
believe that resorting to the 
strike discredits the union 
members in the eyes of the 
students and the population. 
We can not support such an 
attitude in a period of 
economic crisis where, once 
again, the most deprived people 
will be the losers. 

In return, we ask the 
government to suspend 
temporarily the application of 
Bill 105 and call a mediation 
committee to try to avoid the 
worst. If there happens to be 
a general illegal strike, we 
consider the following services 
essential in the CEGEPs and 
the universities: financial aid, 
access to student associations' 
premises, a residence service 
with adequate hygiene rules and 
food service. 

We hope our intervention 
will be perceived in a 
constructive manner and that 
the government and the unions 
will be willing to make 
necessary compromises in order 
to reach an agreement.

To resolve the deadlock we 
have reached in the present 
negotiations, we proposed 
yesterday in a press conference, 
the creation of a mediation 
committee in order to stop the 
deterioration of the social 
climate in Quebec. 

Are we going to continue 
tearing each other apart while 
the economic crisis is hurting a 
large part of the population 
condemned to unemployment 
and welfare? For the youth, 
this "sacrificed" generation, 
there is no hope in the future: 
suicide, prostitution and crime 
are becoming common practices. 

Are we going to continue 
refusing to see the truth, that 
is, our degrading life 
conditions? How much will it 
cost us to re-establish a 
climate of confidence in 
Quebec? Are we condemned to 
live in a corporatist society 
where the saying "every man 
for himself" prevails and where 
confrontations are necessary to 



obtain better life conditions? 

We call on the solidarity of 
a generation which, presently, 
has the power of deciding and 
influencing the government and 
the unions so that they can 
reach a compromise solution. 

1) They have to raise a 
solidarity emergency fund in 
order to create new jobs, 
mostly for young people. 

2) This fund will be made up 
from contributions of all 
Quebec workers (public and 
private sectors - ex: an hour 
per week). 

3) The government should 
reajust the salaries on a 
longer period of time and 
alternatives should be 
proposed to find work for 
workers who are temporarily 
free from duty (conception 
and supervising of 
community projects). 

4) On a longer range, we 
believe it will be necessary 
to establish an independent 
study committee in charge 



of evaluating all the 
governmental services and 



If the parties think it right 
for us to participate in this 



finding a way to reorganize committee as student users of 



them (decentralization and 
debureaucratization). From 
this perspective, we believe 
that the users of these 
services have a role to play 
in defining the quality and 
the quantity of services. 
5) The strike in hospitals and 
communal transport should 
be thought over so as all 
the negotiation processes in 
the public and para-public 
sectors; they are 
inseparable. 
We call on the government 
to suspend temporarily the 
application of Bill 105 and on 
the unions to put back the 
general strike. We ask both 
parties to accept a mediation 
committee as proposed by the 
Devoir's director, Jean Louis 
Roy and Mr. Robert Gaulin, 
ex-president of the C.E.Q. 
(Centr^le d'enseignement du 
Quebec).

CHILE: The 
report states the human rights 
shituation has 'improved 
considerably 1 since 1973, the 
year when the elected 
government of Salvador Allende 
Gossens was overthrown by the 
military (with the generous aid 
of the CIA). 

NICARAGUA: "The human 
rights shituation deteriorated 
markedly in 1982". 
Part of the problem could be 
due the increased military 
activity by the Pro-Somoza 
Ex-national Guards, supplied 
with money arms and training 
by the Americans, along the 
Honduran border. 
PHILIPPINES: "Political 
opposition is tolerated, but, 
within a limited 
scope," stated tne report. This 
means that political opposition 
can exist as long as they 
support the government or 



go the way of the Dodo bird. 

The Lawyers Committee for 
International Human Rights, 
Helsinki Watch and Americas 
Watch issued a joint statement 
that said, "Disturbing biases" 
were evident in the sections 
dealing with such countries a 
Yugoslavia, El Salvador, Turkey 
and Zaire, "where the 
Administration has a strong 
.political stake," and where 
purely by coincidence, American 
and multinational corporations 
have a strong finacial stake.

Last Wednesday morning, 
Greg Salloum sat in on a 
council meeting in an attempt 
to sound out our various 
opinions on the possiblity of 
boycotting O'Keefe. O f Keefe is 
one of the three breweries 
which we deal v/ith, and has 
supported many school events. 
O'Keefe has supported the 
Carnival, the Gathering of the 
Clan and many other special 
events that are held. O'Keefe 
products are sold in the Cafe 
as well as the Ceilidh at the 
present time. 

At the meeting, a lot of 
opinions were voiced, but not 
much common ground could be 
found. By now you have 
probably seen some of the 
posters up in the MS building, 
and have an idea what the issue 
is. CVKeefe is linked through 
Rothmans to dealing in South 
Africa, thus, it is concluded 



apartheid regime there. 
If we decided to boycott 
O'Keefe, our selection of beers 
would suffer, (some people 
already think it is too limited) 
and prices might have to go up 
a bit as well, since O'Keefe is 
by far the best brewery we 
deal with in terms of 
promotions and special events. 
What we have here is an issue. 

Students may actually get 
upset. 

Greg and I agreed to fan 
the fires by each writing an 
article for the Harvest, arguing 
one of the two basic positions, 
for and against the boycott. I 
am not much of an expert on 
South Africa, except for what I 
read in the papers and pick up 
from a good friend who is very 
involved in Amnesty 
International. I am also not 



actually decided on the issue 
myself, I think that it is far 
too complex to solve with the 
limited knowledge I have. But 
I will try to present the 
arguments against the boycott 
as best I can and hope that this 
might help you in your attempts 
to come to grips with the issue. 

Basically there are two 
main weaknesses to the boycott 
as a means to change things in 
South Africa. What we would 
like to see changed is the 
institutionalized discrimination 
which exists there. I do not 
know exactly what labour 
practices Rothmans engages in 
regarding South Africa, Greg 
will probably explain that in his 
piece. Just by operating in the 
country however, they are at 
least supporting the current 
regime. But what many of you 
might not know is the degree 
to which other companies which 
Macdonald and McGill deal with

directly or indirectly, with 
South Africa. The Bank of 
Montreal invests in South 
Africa. How many of you have 
your accounts with the Bank of 
Montreal? Alcan is a firm 
which supports McGill a great 
deal, they too have dealings in 



South Africa. Whether we like 
it or not, South Africa's 
economy is strong, with rich 
natural resources such as 
diamonds and gold helping to 
build this strength. Just about 
every firm you investigate will 
probably be connected to South 
Africa in some way, although 
admittedly not as directly as 
O'Keefe. 

By selecting out O'Keefe, 
just because it is more visible 
or vulnerable, we are being 
discriminatory, which is what 
''we had intended to combat. 
Why not the Bank of Montreal? 

Why don't you -go out this 
week and move all of your 
accounts to some other band, or 
a Caisse Populaire. Would that 
be too inconvenient? Imagine 
the line-ups in the Banque 
Nationale if we all did that. 
Just how much do we care, and 
to what extent would you make 
sacraf ices? If we are going to 
do something to fight racism 
and descrimination in South. 
Africa, then let us not be 
discriminatory ourselves. 

The second main weakness 
which I see in boycotting 
O'Keefe is in the very nature 
of a boycott itself. The idea 
of the boycott is presumably to 




put pressure on the regime to 
. change its policies through 
economic pressure. But 
speaking realistically, is 
economic pressure and weaking 
of South Africa's economy an 
intelligent way to bring about 
change? I am hard pressed to 
think of cases in history where 
social progress has come about 
in a weaking economy. 

By hurting the economy in 
South Africa we might be 
encouraging a plunge into a sort 
of chaos which some observers 
fear. But despite much of the 
rhetoric, many of the countries 
surrounding South Africa depend 
on its strength for what little 
stability they have. Zimbabwea 
recently signed and energy pact 
with South Africa, and South 
African beef finds its way (by 
foul means or fair) into just 
about every country in the 
area. Now, if you tell me that 
the boycott isn't meant to hurt 
their economy, or it is just a 
small gesture, then what is the 
use anyway? To help you sleep 
better? 

To sum up then, a boycott 
of O'Keefe would be a 
discriminatory act in itself, and 
discrimination is what we are 
fighting against in the first 
place. In addition, the very act 
of boycotting effectively (if we 
could) might cause more harm 
than good to the oppressed 
people whom we want to set 
free. One may question 
whether there isn't enough 
discrimination and inequality 
here, close to home, where we 
can study it and understand it 
and hopefully set an example by 
righting it. Would that not be 
enough to contemplate on and 
keep us busy?

Jamaican Field Trip 



We visited a sugarcane 
factory on the field trip. When 
we left the factory Dr. Donefer 
said to the group, "Now you 
<now what a sugar factory is 
ike." One of the members 
"eplied, "Yes, very hot and 
sweet." 

Being a student from a 
sub-tropical climate, I have to 
say that this 7-day field trip to 
Jamaica was a critical part of 
my 3-year study. The 
knowledge I learned from books 
and lectures is mainly 
theoretical and mainly for the 
temperate zone. This field trip 
allowed me to see how the 



knowledge I learned is adapted 
to a tropical environment. The 
common problems in tropical 
agriculture, such as, soil 
erosion, water shortages, 
parasitic disease in cattle, etc. 

We saw 12 kinds of tropical 
plants which are not grown in 
our greenhouses, such as, 
coffee, sugarcane, mango, 
pineapple, etc. and some 
tropical breeds of cattle. 

The thing which impressed 
me most in the tour is the hard 
working attitude of the 
Jamaican farmers in the. St. 
Elizebeth region. They can 
grow vegetables in a dry 



condition (close to drought) with 
a class 4 soil. 

Overall, this visit was 
intense and well planned. 
Every minute in the trip was 
well utilized. I thank Dr. 
Donefer and Martin van Lierop 
for their effort to make this 
tour a success and I personally 
recommend students from 
tropical countries to join the 
trip during the Christmas 
holiday (next year).
